News from your President 


Dear Members, 

With the three quarters of 
our members being over 65, 
it is a regular occurrence 
that we loose some of them 
and that of course is 
recognized in our “In 
Memoriam” article. 

On the 20th of May, Giel 
Baggen passed away and as 
the magazine was already at 
the printer, I only just managed to get his name 
inserted in our “In Memoriam” article. 

But Giel Baggen deserves more than just a short 
mention and following are a few more interesting facts 
about one of our foundation members, who has done a 
lot for Neerlandia. 

In Memoriam of Giel Baggen: 

The Dutch Society 
Neerlandia was formed 
in 1969 and Giel and 
Lies Baggen were 
amongst the first to join 
this exiting new Club. 

In 1972 we purchased 
the present clubhouse 
and that also needed to 
be fitted out as well. 
This could not have 
been done without the 
aid of a decent bank 
loan and the issue of 
well over 200 
Debentures of $100.00 
each that were sold to our members. 

This is all good and well, but all this money had to be 
paid back. 

This is where Giel Baggen came into the picture. Giel 
and I (at the time I was Neerlandia’s Secretary) did 
organize weekly Bingo sessions at Neerlandia. 
Together we sold the tickets and called the numbers, 
while our ladies looked after supplying everyone with 
a nice cup of coffee. 

Even the Bingo Inspector loved the Dutch way of 
making a cup of coffee but the end result was that he 
showed up every week, not realising of course that he 
made life rather difficult for Giel and myself. We had 
to be very sure that we stayed within the strict 



guidelines and rules that were applicable for Bingo. 

We did organise Bingo events for about two years 
running, until large bingo venues sprang up everywhere 
offering large cash prizes and we could not compete with 
that. 

However, we made on average over $100.00 profit per 
week, which means we would have raised well over 
$10,000.00 during the two years that we were doing it. 
This was a vast amount of money in those days and this 
contributed greatly to make Neerlandia debt free 
withinlO years. 

But Giel did not stop there. He took over from me as 
Neerlandia’s Secretary from 1979—1982 and afterwards 
he stayed involved with Neerlandia for many years until 
bad health slowed him down. 

For those that knew Giel well, he was a true gentleman, 
who was always ready to assist Neerlandia anyway he 
could. Our sincere condolences go to Lies for the loss of 
her husband, he will be surely missed by all. 

Mid-year concert: 

On a brighter note I would like to report that the mid¬ 
year concert held recently was a fantastic event. Tickets 
were limited and for those that missed out I have one 
word of advice, book early next time. 

This year was different as two choirs participated, they 
were our own Dutch Singers and the Heimat Choir from 
the Rhine-Donau Club. Both choirs are first class on 
their own but combining them even enhanced the overall 
performance.

Being in the middle of winter we know that people 
rather stay home, so we have limited the number of 
events scheduled for the months of July and August.

This they appreciated very much and they promised 
to stay on the carpet and not to roam around the 
clubhouse. A promise which they kept. Well done 
boys and girls. 

The evening’s atmosphere was very cozy as the 
lounge was nice and warm and we had some 
soothing background music playing. All too soon it 
was time to go home again. 

More improvements: 

The replacement of the 25 damaged table tops in the 
main hall has been on the Committee’s agenda for 
quite a while. 

We do know the support frames are quite 
serviceable, so that only the tops need replacing. 
However, there were still many other aspects to 
consider such as the size of the table tops, the 
thickness and quality and the finish of the materials 
to be used. 

In addition to this, the club uses similar sized 
inserts, which we use to increase size of the tables 
for functions. 

If these 15 inserts have to be replaced as well, we 
are looking at 40 new table tops. 

Also in the picture are the old wooden trestles used 
for very large events. These old trestle tables served 
us well during the many years that they have been in 
use, but modern light weight, low cost trestles, that 
are available these days also need to be considered. 
Well after long deliberations on the various options 
available, we wanted to get at least 4 quotes for the 
table tops. These quotes came in not only with a 
great variance in price, but there was also a 
difference in the construction methods and materials 
used, which had to be sorted out first. 

Finally we made the decision was to purchase 15 
new lightweight trestle tables from Bunnings, these 
not only replace the clumsy table inserts but we can 
also do away with the heavy wooden trestle tables. 
We have also ordered 25 new table tops, the same 
size as the tables that are used in the hall presently. 
The committee will have to fix the tops to the 
frames, but with cabinet maker Henk Hanemaaijer 
on board, we should have no problems. 

So in the near future the members will see new light 
coloured table tops in the hall and the task of 
volunteers, who in the past had to use clumsy inserts 
and lumber heavy wooden trestle tables around, will 
be so much easier.

The memorial service was very well attended, the weather was fine 
but there was a bitterly cold wind blowing. A great big thank you to 
all that attended the service. My thanks also goes out to the members 
of ANSWA’s memorial committee, they organised a fantastic 
service. 

Thanks also to Henk Uyen for assisting with the transport of chairs 
for the guests, made available by the Dutch Society Neerlandia. 

The Dutch singers for their beautiful rendition of the national 
anthems and the hymn and again singing for us at the Neerlandia 
Clubhouse and last but not least The Carine Army Cadets, they 
added a special atmosphere to the memorial 

After the service we were invited to the Neerlandia clubhouse that 
was beautifully decorated by Neerlandia. My special thanks goes to 
Mr Pieter Leeflang ,who organises this every year and the 
Neerlandia volunteers in the kitchen. 

Everyone who came to Neerlandia after the service was welcomed 
with coffee and cake disbursed by Lt. Kol. Herman Verhoef and 
afterwards we were shouted to a “borretje” from him as well. 

I know there are many members of the Dutch Community who are 
not able to attend ANSWA’s memorial service, so I have added my 
opening talk from the memorial Service. 

Today the memorial service has been dedicated to the 
“Stootttroepen”. 

It is indeed very fitting that we dedicate this service to our 
“Stoottroepen” as our Western Australian members are depleting due 
to advancing years. The ANSWA memorial committee decided that 
it was high time that they were recognised for their service. 

The Regiment “Stoottroepen” was founded on 21 September 1944 in 
Eindhoven and was composed of members of the Dutch resistance. 
The formation took place on the orders of Prince Bernhard, in his 
capacity as Commander of the Dutch armed forces. The regiment 
had grown to some 6000 men by the surrender of the last German 
forces on May the 5 th . 

These 6000 men split into 3 groups at the end of the war, 3000 chose 
to be war volunteers for 3 years, 1000 men signed a short contract 
for 1 year and the balance of 2000 men demobilised. 

The demobilised group later formed a “Bond of Old 
Stoottroepen” (BOS) 

The activities of this group were humanitarian aid after both World 
War 2 and the Dutch Indonesian war with clothing and food and 
resettlement. 

When The Netherlands suffered the disastrous floods in February 
1953 the BOS was again there to organise help. 

Following the death of Prince Bernhard in 2004, the regiment was 
renamed “Regiment Stoottroepen Prins Bernhard “ in his honour. 

In March 1980 the “Bond of Old Stoottroepen” and “Regiment 
Stoottroepen” joined forces again and became BOSS.

Hoe kan ik goedkoop naar Nederland bellen? 

Als je in het buitenland woont, wil je zo goedkoop en 
efficient mogelijk kunnen bellen met familie en 
vrienden in Nederland. 

Veel Nederlanders in het buitenland hebben hier een 
handige oplossing voor gevonden: goedkope 
telefoonabonnementen, telefoonkaarten en IP-telefonie. 

Skype: 

Veel Nederlanders in het buitenland maken gebruik van 
IP-telefonie . Hiermee bel je via je internetverbinding naar 
het buitenland waardoor je tegen een lager tarief belt. 
Skype wordt het meest aangeraden door expats en 
emigranten. Het lijkt alsof de hele wereld aan het skypen 
is. 'Lekker goedkoop', is uiteraard het argument. 

Via internet bellen met een telefoon 
Ook de Skype-telefoon is populair bij Nederlanders in het 
buitenland. Deze telefoon werkt als een 'normale' telefoon 
en sluit je aan op je internetverbinding. 

Andere manieren om via internet te bellen - ook wel 
Voice over IP (VoIP) genoemd - worden vaak 
aangeraden. Voipbuster en Voipcheap worden veelvuldig 
gebruikt door expats en emigranten. Waarom? Het schijnt 
nog goedkoper te zijn dan Skype als je naar vaste 
nummers of mobiele nummers in het buitenland belt. 
Iemand tipte ons ook op een overzicht waarin per 
aanbieder kunt zien hoeveel het kost om naar een bepaald 
land te bellen. 

Telefoonkaart, abonnementen en doorkiesnummers: 

In deze tijd van internet zijn er overigens nog genoeg 
Nederlanders in het buitenland die via een analoge 
telefoonlijn bellen naar Nederland. Dit gebeurt vooral in 
gebieden waar geen goede internetverbindingen 
beschikbaar zijn. De meesten doen dit via een 
telefoonkaart of een doorkiesnummer. 

Telefoonkaarten zijn meestal te koop bij de lokale 
supermarkt of benzinepomp. Met een telefoonkaart kun je 
tegen een lager tarief naar het buitenland bellen zonder 
dat je een abonnement hoeft af te sluiten. 
Doorkiesnummers verschillen per land. 

Een grote groep expats en emigranten sluit een 
abonnement af om tegen een vaste prijs onbeperkt te 
kunnen bellen. Naast de VoIP-abonnementen zijn in veel 
landen mogelijkheden om dit via een ouderwetse telefoon 
te doen.

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Mededeling voor oud-Nederlanders die als meerderjarige 

voor 1 april 2003 vrijwillig een andere nationaliteit hebben 

aangenomen . 

In beginsel geldt dat iedere Nederlander die vrijwillig het 
staatsburgerschap van een ander land aanneemt het 
Nederlanderschap verliest. 

Sinds 1 april 2003 is een wettelijke regeling van kracht waarbij 
in uitzonderlijke gevallen personen toch Nederlander blijven 
wanneer ze na 1 april 2003 een andere nationaliteit aan hebben 
genomen. 

Het gaat hier om een van de volgende drie uitzonderingen: 

U bent geboren in het land waarvan u de nationaliteit 
aanneemt en woont in dit land op het moment dat u 
die nationaliteit verkrijgt, of 

U woonde een periode van ten minste vijf aaneengesloten 
jaren voor uw meerderjarigheid in het land waarvan u 
de nationaliteit aanneemt, of 
U bent op het moment dat u die andere nationaliteit 

aanneemt, gehuwd met iemand die deze nationaliteit 
bezit. 

Indien u echter voor 1 april 2003 de Nederlandse nationaliteit 
hebt verloren, terwijl u feitelijk wel aan een van de drie 
bovenstaande uitzonderingen voldeed, heeft de wetgever een 
tijdelijke voorziening (optie procedure) getroffen zodat u 
alsnog het Nederlanderschap terug kunt krijgen. Deze optie- 
mogelijkheid vervalt op 1 april 2013 . 

Mededeling voor bi-patride Nederlanders (dual citizens): 

Vanaf 1 april 2003 geldt dat u automatisch het 
Nederlanderschap verliest, als u na het bereiken van de 
meerderjarigheid (18) naast het Nederlanderschap ten minste 
een en dezelfde vreemde nationaliteit bezit en tien jaar buiten 
het Koninkrijk der Nederlanden en buiten de Europese Unie 
verblijft. 

Het verlies van het Nederlanderschap kunt u echter voorkomen 
door: 

ten minste een jaar hoofdverblijf te hebben in 
Nederland, Aruba, Curasao of Sint Maarten dan wel 
in de gebieden waarop het Verdrag betreffende de 
Europese Unie van toepassing is; of 

tijdig, dus voor de termijn van tien jaar afloopt, een 
geldig Nederlands paspoort of bewijs van 
Nederlanderschap verstrekt te hebben gekregen. 

Op de dag dat het paspoort of bewijs van Nederlanderschap is 
afgegeven, of vanaf het moment dat u niet langer binnen het 
Koninkrijk der Nederlanden of de Europese Unie uw 
hoofdverblijf heeft, begint een nieuwe termijn van tien jaar te 
lopen. 

Het verlies van het Nederlanderschap per 1 april 2013 geldt 
ook voor personen die mogelijk thans niet beseffen dat zij 
(nog) Nederlanders zijn: Nederlanders die zelfstandig op 
minderjarige leeftijd genaturaliseerd zijn (dus niet 
medegenaturaliseerd zijn op de naturalisatiepapieren van een 
van de ouders) hebben mogelijkerwijs hun Nederlanderschap 
behouden.

Duizenden AOW'ers in buitenland verliezen 

tegemoetkoming: 

i Gepubliceerd in de 
Wereldkrant. Geschreven 
door Wendy Braanker 
Van uitstel kwam 
vooralsnog geen afstel. 
Sinds 1 juni is de AOW-tegemoetkoming voor een groot 
aantal Nederlanders in het buitenland vervallen. Alleen 
AOW'ers die 90 procent of meer van hun belasting in 
Nederland betalen komen er nog voor in aanmerking. 
Voor de Vereniging voor Grensarbeiders is het laatste 
woord er nog niet over gezegd. 

Het omstreden plan om de AOW-tegemoetkoming af te 
schaffen werd bijna een half jaar vooruit geschoven, 
omdat de discussie over dit onderwerp niet wilde luwen. 
Maar 1 juni was het zover en is de bestaande AOW- 
tegemoetkoming vervangen door de KOB. Dit pakt voor 
zo'n 200 duizend Nederlanders in het buitenland nadelig 
uit, volgens Diederik Verweyen van de Vereniging voor 
Grensarbeiders. 

Ruim 30 euro per maand: 

Het scheelt AOW'ers in het buitenland ruim 30 euro per 
maand. Volgens de oude regeling, die in 2005 werd 
ingevoerd na een wijziging in het Nederlandse fiscale 
systeem, had iedere AOW'er in Nederland en het 
buitenland recht op een tegemoetkoming. De reden: 
gepensioneerden hadden door de fiscale wijziging 
minder te besteden.

Uitspraak Europese Commissie: 

Diederik Verweyen vertelt dat de Vereniging voor 
Grensarbeiders eerst de uitspraak van de Europese 
Commissie wil afwachten over deze zaak, maar hij denkt 
dat de uitspraak genoeg ruimte zal bieden om de zaak 
aan te vechten. 'Ik denk dat we voldoende 
aanknopingspunten zullen hebben om een 
inbreukprocedure te starten.' 

De uitvoering van de KOB ligt niet bij de 
belastingdienst, maar bij de Sociale Verzekeringsbank, 
die de AOW regelt. En de AOW is volgens Brussel een 
'sociale voorziening', waar alle EU-burgers toegang toe 
moeten kunnen hebben, ongeacht waar ze wonen. Om 
deze reden zou de Europese Commissie de uitspraak 
kunnen doen dat ook Nederlanders in het buitenland het 
recht moeten behouden op deze tegemoetkoming.

The northern harbour City of Delfzijl 


DELFZIJL: 

The city and municipality of Delfzijl is located in the province of Groningen in the 
north of the country and is one of 450 municipalities in The Netherlands. 

The date on which Delfzijl was granted city rights varies according to different 
sources, being either 1819 or 1925. 

Flag and Coat of Arms The municipality originates from the beginning of 1990, when three municipalities - 

Bierum, Termunten and Delfzijl were fused. 

The new municipality consist of the harbour town Delfzijl and 13 villages to the north and south of it. Delfzijl 
occupies an area of 227 square kilometres, it has almost 28,000 inhabitants and 12,437 households. About 19,000 
people live in the town and 9,000 in the surrounding villages. The town Delfzijl lies more or less central in the 
municipality area. To the north one finds an old seashore landscape with dikes and mounds and with beautiful 
churches from the 12th century and onwards. To the south the landscape slowly changes in a more Moorish 
landscape. 

HISTORY 

DelfzijTs history is interwoven with the sea and has a long history. 

Around 1200 three locks were built on the spot where Delfzijl is 
located today. From the start the locks formed a strategic location 
(control of the inland water level and control of the sea traffic on 
the Eems). Not surprisingly Delfzijl became a fortress. During the 
centuries, the military from Alva, Napoleon and German princes, 
valued Delfzijl as a hotspot. Right from the start DelfzijTs value as 
a harbour was also recognized and harbour and shipping activities 
developed soon after the locks were built and this point in time is 
generally regarded as marking the beginning of Delfzijl's history. 

The name of the city also commemorates the event. The word 
“Zijl” means “sluice” and “Delf” is the old name for the 
Damsterdiep, a canal running through the province of Groningen. 

So, Delfzijl means “sluice in the Damsterdiep”. Delfzijl is 
strategically located at a position from which the river Eems could 
be controlled in centuries to come. It was for this reason that Prince 
Maurice provided the city with fortifications during the Eighty Years’ War.

EARLY TRADE 

In the beginning of the 20th century Delfzijl became more important as a 
transhipment harbour of goods, which were brought by (sailing) tallships 
and taken by smaller ships towards Groningen-city and other places. 

Along with the trade a shipbuilding industry developed which is still alive 
today. 

In the second half of the twentieth century, the Dutch government declared 
the Eems estuary area, including Delfzijl, to be a development area with 
the aim of opening up the north of the Netherlands and developing the 
region economically. As a result, DelfzijTs port would grow to become the 
third largest in the Netherlands. However, there were drawbacks to such 


progress. 

As a result of the construction of a deep-sea port, the villages of Weiwerd, 
Heveskes and Oterdum had to be demolished to a large extent. Oterdum’s 
old churchyard has been reconstructed on the sea dyke as a reminder of 
the village. The churchyard contains a monument designed by Thees 
Meesters which takes the form of a large hand seeming to offer protection 
to the church of Oterdum. Historic tall ships can be viewed from the sea 
dyke as they put into the port during the DelfSail event. Another event is 
the annual Eems Dollart Harbour Festival which takes place with the 
collaboration of the Dutch Royal Navy, among other organisations. It was 
against the backdrop of the port of Delfzijl that the writer Simenon was 
once inspired to write about his famous character, Maigret.

WWII - OPERATION “CANADA” 

Operation "Canada" was the last action fought by the 5th Canadian Armoured Division’s attack on Delfzijl on 23 
April to 2 May 1945 in WWII. The battle to open the northern Dutch port of Delfzijl lasted ten days and cost the 
Division a total of 62 dead and 180 wounded. Yet it has largely been forgotten. 



The battle for Delfzijl began at 11:00 p.m. on the evening of April 23. Two platoons of the Perth Regiment's "C" 
Company moved off from Godlinze towards the east, capturing the villages of Groote Nes and Klein Nes before 

pressing on to their objectives on the coast. They arrived at dawn, 
just as German artillery zeroed in on their position. Meanwhile, "B" 
Company advanced south-east towards Holwierde, but soon ran 
into enemy opposition outside the village. Road bound tanks of the 
British Columbia Dragoons' Reconnaissance Troop, which were 
supporting the Perths, were unable to reach them. Held up by fire 
from self-propelled guns and other artillery north-west of Nansum, 
the company could only move forward again at 9:30 a.m., when 
supporting mortars fired smoke and high explosives to cover them. 
The company finally reached the edge of Holwierde at about 10:15. 
Occupying a village was dangerous work, and enemy artillery 
continued to inflict casualties throughout the afternoon. Enemy 

A ‘Sherman Firefly’ tank with extra armour P atrols also probed the lines during the afternoon and again near 

midnight. 


And so they battled on to free all the German occupied towns toward Delfzijl. One final pocket of German troops 
remained, located between Delfzijl and Farmsum. The task of eliminating it fell to the Irish Regiment. 

"A" Company set off from Heveskes one minute after midnight on May 2, following a supporting artillery barrage 
into Weiwerd. The company raced through, seizing bridges on the western outskirts of the town before they could 
be destroyed. "C" Company soon arrived to help clear Weiwerd, and despite strong opposition they completed the 
task by about 3:00 a.m. "B" company in reserve moved up and passed through Weiwerd two hours later. Supported 
closely by Hussars tanks, the men moved down the road toward Farmsum. The advance brought on an immediate 
fire fight and opposition continued until 6:40 a.m., when the senior German leader in the pocket finally requested 
terms of surrender. Lt-Col L.H.C. Payne of the Irish Regiment officially accepted the unconditional surrender of the 
Delfzijl garrison a few minutes later. 

In the 50ties and 60ties of the last century, new 
opportunities for Delfzijl came along. In those 
days, salt and gas where found in the province 
of Groningen and a new future for Delfzijl 
came into sight. Salt could be used as base- 
chemical for various industries and gas meant 
the guarantee of cheap and abundant energy. 
The chemical industry in Delfzijl is nowadays 
concentrated around chlorine production and 
represents 30 % of the chemical industry in the

The sports club had a few problems with the plumbing and a 
leaky roof, but that has now been fixed.

From Republic to a Kingdom. Part 2 of 5. 

The great expectations generated after the House of 
Orange had been voted as the hereditary rulers of the 
Republic gradually evaporated as it appeared that 
Willem IV had not the rugged constitution and 
determination necessary to pull the Seven United 
Provinces out of the moral and economic decline they 
found themselves in. Worn out mentally and physically, 
he died on the 21st of October 1751 at the age of 40 
years, leaving behind his wife Princes Anna and a three 
year old son, the Count of Buren. 

A short resume of the family would be in place here. 
Willem IV was born in Leeuwarden, son of Willem 
Friso, Prince of Orange, head of the Frisian branch of 
the House of Orange-Nassau. On the 25th of March 
1734 he married Anne, Princess Royal, eldest daughter 
of King George 11 of Great Britain at the St James 
Palace, in London. They had five children, the last one 
being the future Willem V, Prince of Orange (1748- 
1806). 

Already earlier on Willem IV had managed to get the 
capable Ludwig Ernst, Duke of Brunswick- 
Wolfenbuttel, appointed as General in overall command 
of the Republics army. And with the help of Princes 
Anna, who became the ruling Regent for her son, the 
Count cut down on expensive uniforms, introduced 
strict discipline and new training methods for the troops 
under his command. The efficiency of the navy was still 
thought to be of no immediate problem. The respect for 
the Dutch had sunk to such a level at this time that the 
Bey of Algiers even declared war on the Republic in 
1755, so that he could capture these richly laden Dutch 
merchant vessels legally. This action woke up the Dutch 
and they then started to rebuild their erstwhile powerful 
navy. In the meantime Spanish warships helped out and 
even protected the Dutch ships. We went a full circle, 
didn't we, from fighting our erstwhile enemies for 80 
years and then to be protected by them. 

It was not of great help to the Republic that in 1756, the 
'Seven Year War' erupted in Germany which involved 
Prussia, Germany, England and later Russia. France this 
time aligned itself with Germany, the so called 'Holy 
Roman Empire' against Frederick the Great, King of 
Prussia. The Catholic southern Provinces, originally 
protected by the 'Barrier Cities' against France, declared 
themselves neutral and it was out of pure self interest, 
that the Republic should align itself with Britain against 
France and even the many 'Regenten' recognised this. 
However the clever French Ambassador to the Republic 
D'Affry managed to talk the ruling bureaucrats into 
keeping the Republic neutral and so no help was 
dispatched to support the British forces. England saw 
this as a hostile act by the Republic and had their navy 
praying on and capturing Dutch merchant vessels. 
Danger now threatened from the East, when English and 
Prussian troops, under general command of Frederick 
the Great, threatened to invade Holland. Princess Anna, 
with tears in her eyes, pleaded with the 'Staten Generaal' 


to built up the strength of the standing army, but to no 
avail, as again the French Ambassador stirred the pot by 
promising prominent Dutch merchants free entry of their 
herring catches into France. 

Angry at the loss of their shipping, a universal demand 
was voiced for compensation of the captured shipping 
and Princess Anna, being English, was put under heavy 
pressure by a hostile population, even accusing her of 
disloyalty in many pamphlets distributed, stating it is 
'Stepmother Anna's doing'. Because of these sustained 
hostilities the health of Princess Anne deteriorated rapidly 
and she died the 12th of January 1759, leaving behind a 
daughter and a hereditary Prince, going to be eleven years 
old on the 8th of March of that year. The Duke of 
Bruns wick-Wolf enbuttel was now appointed as Regent 
for the young Prince, the future Willem V, a decision 
which ultimately proved to be very wrong. 

Over the years he trained his young charge to be utterly 
dependent on him in all matters of state, in fact putting 
the young man completely under, his guardianship, he 
even found a wife for him and on the 4th of October 1767 
the young Stadtholder married Frederika Sophia 
Wilhelmina, daughter of Prince August of Prussia, the 
brother of the King. Willem V tried, like his father 
Willem IV, to please one and all, but this, like with all of 
us, proved impossible and a germ of resentment under the 
population who adored him and his wife initially, 
developed at times into open hostility. Out of this 
marriage came two children, a girl first and then a boy 
Willem Frederik, born on the 24th day of August 1772 
and destined to be the future King Willem I. 

Though the first years during Willem V's reign were 
relatively uneventful, it became gradually evident that all 
was not well and ideas were broadcast in the many 
pamphlets being circulated, the majority originating from 
France, that a change of government was needed, that the 
position of Stadtholder in a Republic was actually 
superfluous and a 'Staten Generaal' could easily done 
without as they were not directly the people's choice and 
voice. Those who promoted this idea, called themselves 
'Patriotten' and those who adhered to the existing system 
'Prins Gezinden' (prince Friendly). Nothing changed 
much for the time as these opinions remained as such and 
were not acted on. 

But what happened? New Amsterdam, a city the Dutch 

established in 
1625 as the center 
of extensive 
territories around 
in their colony of 
North America, 
was captured in 
1674 by the 
English under 
command of 
Jacobus, Duke of 
York, re-naming 

the city 'New York'.

It all started when the VOC sent out an expedition under 
captain Henry Hudson, an English navigator, to search 
for a route to the Indies not used by their enemy Spain. 
And so on the 10th of September 1609 after sailing due 
north- west from Holland, he arrived on his ship 'Halve 
Maen' (Half Moon) at the mouth of a big river, which he 
named the 'Hudson'. The desired passage to the Indies 

was not found, 
but a claim was 
laid in name of 
the Republic. In 
the years 1611 
to 1614 the 
territory was 
surveyed and 
charted by 
private

from 1621 the 'West Indie Compagnie '(WIC) was 
founded to further develop these claims and open trade to 
North and South America, build forts, maintain troops 
and in general challenge the Spanish trade. A fort called 
Amsterdam became the stronghold, where the city of 
New Amsterdam was established nearby. 

The English, after defeating the Dutch settlers, then 
turned it into a colony of their own in the Americas until 
the American War of Independence (1775-1783) which 
resulted in English defeat and an independent America. 

It so happened that the freedom loving Americans, who 
wanted to get rid of their English masters, found support 
in France and with the Patriots of the Republic. 

Influential Patriots were the burgomasters of Amsterdam 
Hendrik Hooft and Egbert de Vrij Temmink as well as 
the Raadspensionaris Engelbert Francois van Berkel and 
Robert Jasper van der Capellen tot den Pol, member of 
the 'Ridderschap' of Overijssel. This support 
materialised into sending shiploads of ammunition and 
weaponry. The English through their Ambassador 
warned the Staten Generaal about this serious breach of 
neutrality a couple of times and then acted, ordering their 
navy to capture any Dutch ship, carrying a cargo of 
weapons. 

The Dutch voiced their anger by comparing the lot of the 
Americans with their own during their eighty year fight 
for freedom against the Spanish. Problems increased for 
the Republic as France in 1778 and Spain in 1779 
declared war on England, thereby supporting the 
Americans even more. 

Again England asked the Republic for military support, 


entrepreneurs 
and 

subsequently 
operated 
commercially 
and in the year 
1624 the colony 
was officially 
called New 
Netherland. As 



thereby quoting the old treaty between both countries, 
but this request was simply ignored by the Dutch. All the 
Dutch did was to forbid their merchants to export timber 
for shipbuilding in France. In revenge the French 
Government heavily taxed all Dutch imports into France, 
with the exception of those from the City of Amsterdam, 
where its burgomasters had a cordial relationship with 
the French Ambassador De La Vaguyon. 

Now a new problem was presented to the Republic in the 
shape of an American Pirate captain Paul Jones, who in 
the autumn of the year 1776, sailed into the harbour of 
Texel with two warships, together with two English, 
vessels, captured on the way. The population on the 
whole welcomed him and especially the Patriots who 
treated him like a hero. This incident brought the 
Republic close to war with the English, who felt betrayed 
by these rapacious Dutch, making fortunes by supporting 
these Americans in their struggle for freedom. Already 
since 1771 secret negotiations with the Americans were 
being held by some influential merchants from 
Amsterdam, but when in 1780 the past president of the 
American Congress was captured by the English on his 
way to the Holland, a box was found filled with 
documents, showing the proposals of a treaty with the 
Dutch. However the Republic was not involved, but only 
the Dutch Patriots were and again a war with England 
was narrowly averted. England wanted the Dutch to stop 
dealing and negotiating with the rebellious Americans 
(American War of Independence 1775-1783) and finally, 
losing patience with the Dutch, declared war on the 
Republic on the 20th November 1780. Quite a number of 
unsuspecting trade vessels, returning from the Indies 
fully loaded with spices and expensive merchandise, 
were captured by the English navy. Nothing could be 
done to rectify this situation, as the once powerful Dutch 
navy lay neglected and rotting on their moorings. It is 
true, that the Republic had 69 ships of war at the time, 
but of that more than 30 ships had been built longer than 
30 years ago and the whole lot had to be restored to be 
seaworthy again and equipped for battle. The battle-ready 
ships were all in the colonies at this time. The building of 
new warships was now a matter of urgency, but the ships 
wharves in Zeeland, Holland and Friesland having been 
idle for many years, could not respond immediately as 
well as the auxiliary services like rope-makers, gun 
makers, sail-makers etc. were critically short of stock. 
Also crew and officers were short in supply. In the month 
of April 1781, the Admiralty of Amsterdam had a 
shortage of 1600 crew, 24 officers and 129 under¬ 
officers, as can be read in documents of the day. The 
other Admiralties were in the same condition and really 
not fighting fit. 

Dutch colonies in the Americas and in the Far-East, were 
gradually lost to the English but partly returned because 
of the French ambassador in England, giving notice to 
the Government that this was going too far.
